Subject: “IN THE DOMAIN OF THE 
LEOPARD” 


This film is no ordinary travelogue where 
Africa is viewed from a bounding Landrover 
touring village to lodge. Instead, it explores 
this great wilderness through the eyes of an 
artist. The accent here is on Equatorial East 
Africa — Kenya, Uganda and Tanzania and its 
magnificent wildlife panorama — sweeping 
grass plains, dry thornbush scrublands, vol- 
canic craters, rain forests — all the domain of 
the leopard. Musical birds are juxtaposed with 
thundering hippopotami, iridescent sunbirds, 
loping giraffes, muddy buffalo, storks, etc. 

Mr. Rydjord grew up with an abiding love 
of nature. His father was a devoted summer 
traveler whether it be to the mountains, des- 
erts, plains or seashore. Mr. Rydjord graduated 
Senior Honor Man and Summa Cum Laude 
from the University of Wichita and carried on 
graduate work as a National Science Founda- 
tion Fellow at the University of California at 
Berkeley. His lifelong pursuit of wilderness 
now extends from the arctic to the tropics. 
Two critical comments from responsible view- 
ers are worth noting: “. . . some of the best 
African footage that I've seen . . . closeups 
were superb and angles unique’... and 
“Rydjord is one of the great nature photog- 
raphers... one of the few men who effectively 
combines science and art’.
